Well, you’ve got to hand it to the government. 
No sooner did the S tar-Courier discuss gas gouging with a 
spokesman for the Federal Energy Office and get a “ tattle-, 
tale number’ for citizens to call, then the International 
Revenue Service released another telephone number to call 
So, if you suspect a service station openitor of charging 
more than the ceiling price for his gasoline, call the special 
investigative unit of IRS at 744-3611. 
According to an IRS spokesman, each gasoline pump must 
lisplay a government sticker which lists the ceiling price If 
you note a pump which does not have a sticker, or a sticker 
which does not list a ceiling price, or a service station which 
is selling gasoline for more than the price listed on the 
Sticker, call the IRS. 
Thus far, the Dallas IRS office has investigated ap ­ 
proximately 25 service stations suspected of selling gasoline 
for more than the current ceiling price. Of these, five have 
been cited for price ceiling violations None are in Plano, 
however, 
As was the case with the FEO spokesman, the IRS 
representative asked that citizens be sure and check for a 
ceiling price sticker on the gasoline pumps before calling the 
IRS investigative staff 
“ I know there’s going to be some confusion here for the 
next week or so because the ceiling price is being raised, 
the IRS spokesman commented. “ However, people shouldn ’t 
have too much trouble determining whether or not a service 
station owner is gouging the public. Just have them look for 
the sticker,” he concluded.

Arizona Gov. Jack Williams, 
in a wire to Washington, said 
Arizona is in the western 
section of the Mountain Time 
Zone and Daylight Saving 
Time would not result in 
saving energy. Williams 
contended that A rizona’s 
hottest period is in the af­ 
ternoon and DST would 
mean trading an hour of

Q. Why is that? 
A. Why is what? 
Q. Why can’t the fossil 
fuels be replaced? 
A. Because there aren’t 
enough new fossils coming 
along to keep up with the 
rate of consumption. 
Q. Why are new fossils so 
scarce? 
A. Plants and animals that 
used to become fossils are 
now being used for other 
things.

State Representatives and 
Senators will sit as delegates 
to a C onstitutional Con­ 
vention to write a new Texas 
C o n s titu tio n 
b eg in n in g 
Tuesday. 
A Recall provision would 
allow elected office holders 
to be dismissed from office 
before the end of their terms 
by 
petition and 
special 
election of the citizens in 
their areas. Thirteen state 
constitutions contain Recall 
provisions. 
Temple said this provision 
w as p a rticu la rly needed 
with the new four-year terms 
for state wide elected of­ 
ficials. 
The Diboll representative 
said, “ It is intolerable that in 
T exas an elected public 
official can violate the public 
trust, 
eith er 
by 
in­ 
co m p eten ce, inaction, or 
co rru p tio n , in the m ost 
blatant fashion, and continue 
to hold his office for several 
years with the public being 
unable to act.’’ 
T em p le 
said 
such 
a 


mechanism would also go 
far to temper the arrogance 
assumed by some elected 
officials after taking office. 


The 
Initiative 
and 
Referendum allow citizens 
to pass or repeal laws 
without 
action 
of 
the 
Legislature. Some 20 states 
have Initiative provisions in 
their constitutions. They 
provide that a citizen or 
group of citizens may draft a 
law 
and, 
after 
obtaining 
sig n atu res of usually IO 
percent of the voters in the 
state, 
have 
the 
measure 
placed on the ballot for a 
majority of the citizens to 
enact or turn down. 


The 
R eferendum 
is 
a 
similar petition and election 
device 
th a t 
allows 
the 
citizens to repeal a law 
alread y en acted 
by 
the 
legislature. 
Temple stated that 
his 
reason for supporting these 
items was that any new 
Constitution would likely 
increase the powers of the 
legislative and executive 
b ran ch es 
of 
the 
state 
government. 
“The increased authority 
given to those branches of 
government must be offset 
by reserving to the citizens 
of the state the power of 
Initiative, Referendum, and 
Recall,” Temple said.

Consumer 
Product 
Safety 
Commission—which 
is only seven months old. 
To some degree, therefore,

prehensive set of policies 
which will guide our actions 
over the next several months 
and years.

Hazard Index which ranks 
approximately 400 product 
categories in order of their 
risk of injury to consumers.

warning us of another im­ 
pending crisis -- a national 
water shortage. 
“ People don’t believe it’s

face. They didn't believe it 
was possible to have an 
energy shortage. It’s human 
nature not to want to con­ 
sider the bad things.” 
“ We face a water crisis in 
less than 
20 years,”

M cKinney 
congressman 
said. “ Already we have 
certain 
areas 
where 
the 
water is 
consumed 
three 
times, and we must plan a 
long-range water program 
for the next 50 years if the 
country is to continue to 
prosper. It could survive, but 
factories require enormous 
amounts of water, and we 
simply have to plan a water 
program. First we are going 
to try and clean up the water 
we now have.” 
Roberts said he had in­ 
troduced a bill in the house 
for 
an 
antipollution 
program 
to aid in this 
project. The bill passed calls 
for allocating $3 billion for 
the current fiscal year, $4 
billion for the following year,

that happened, oil rigs were 
sold at auctions all over the 
country. So, to that extent, 
Congress 
certainly 
con­ 
tributed 
to

shortfall. 
Congress did not add ad­ 
ditional incentives to go out 
and find new oil; as a matter 
of fact, we did the reverse.”

“ I estim ate there would be 
enough slips to save six and 
a half million gallons of oil 
per week,’’ he said.

Simon’s office only a few 
days ago had predicted a IO 
cent rise by March I. There 
have been some predictions 
that the price of gasoline 
ultimately may approach $1 
a gallon in the United States.

pump new7 blood into the 
stock market. 
Beginning today, persons 
who 
buy 
secu rities 
on 
margin will need to put up 
only a minimum 50 per cent 
of the purchase price in cash 
or collateral The figure has 
been 65 per cent since 
November, 1972. 
Although the action does 
not affect the great ma jority 
of investors who buy stocks 
outright for 
IOO per cent 
cash, the 690,000 investors 
who trade on margin ac­ 
counts now w’ill be able to 
buy 
a bigger chunk of 
securities on credit.
